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COLLEGIAL II 
PROGRAM 


Loyola will offer a wide range of Collegial-level courses in Arts, 
Science, Commerce and Engineering in 1973-74. Students with 
education equivalent to the first-year Collegial level will be ad- 
mitted to CEGEP II. Normally, students graduating from grade eleven 
in Quebec schools in June 1973 will not be eligible for admission. 


Modern educational methods are used in the courses within Loyola's 
CEGEP with seminars and laboratory periods as well as lectures. Some 
tutorial courses are given. Some of the programs include project 
courses ,student-initiated research and experimentation, and courses 
designed in modular components. Much effort is given to providing 

a stimulating educational environnent relevant to students’ interests. 


A central purpose of the CEGEP program is to encourage students to 
participate in a variety of learning experiences so that they may 
plan their future with a greater knowledge of their true interests. 
For this reason, there is a real advantage in having a university 
and a CEGEP on the same campus as it is possible then to share the 
human and physical resources of the University and to integrate some 
of the programs at the two levels. 


PROGRAM SELECTION: Loyola offers Collegial courses leading 
to all University-level departments. There 
are no required courses, but CEGEP students 
are normally expected to satisfy the pre- 
requisites of the University-level depart- 
ments in which they want to study. All 
students new to Loyola should discuss 
their selection of courses with the 
Advisory Council before registering. Students 
in their second year at Loyola with questions 

about their academic status should consult

Vocational Counselling and Career Planning are available 
at Students Services.

University departments prefer CEGEP students to take a 

wide range of courses. In Arts, departments do not generally 
state prerequisites, but students will generally have taken 
at least one course in the university department (or depart- 
ments) they wish to enter. 


The Commerce Faculty has no requirements as absolute 
necessities, but they prefer stude nts to take in one 
course each in accounting and economics and to have an 
adequate background in mathematics. 


Students wishing to enter Science must generally have 
collegial courses in chemistry, physics, biology and 
mathematics. 


Students wishing to enter Engineering should consult with 
the Dean of Engineering. 


COURSES 


The Department offers courses in Classical studies which 

do not require competence in ancient languages. These 
courses are directed at broader considerations of societal 
problems arising from the "living past". The department 
offers programs in Classical Philolocy, requiring linguistic 
competence in both Greek and Latin and which emphasize the 
aesthetic appreciation of the masterpieces of classical 
literature. The department also gives courses in Hebrew, 
Ancient History and Archaeology at the Collegial level. 


The Collegial English program is diverse enough, experi- 
mental enough, to bring the literary and non-literary 
students together in a classroom experiment. Intended as 

a preparation for university studies, the program is never- 
theless an experience in itself where the student's own 
life is brought into the classroom. In short, the concern 


is with reading, writing, and the arithmetic of the emotions. 


A wide variety of courses is available, focused on themes 
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or genres: novels, short stories, drama and poetry. As 
well, there are courses for students in English as a 
second language and courses which stress writing for 
college. 


Etudes Frangaises: The French Department offers courses in the French 
language and in French literature. Placement tests in 
French language competence are available to ensure that 
students study courses at levels suitable to them. 
Classes in French conversation are small and teachers 
employ a variety of modern second-language methods. In- 
tensive courses are available for students who wish to 
immerse themselves in the learning of the French language. 


History: The History Department offers about 20 CEGEP courses. ine 
courses treat specific topics in history which are relevant to 
the students’ experience and interest. Students may chose 
the modular course which encourages them to react to 
issues in history and contemporary society. As well, 
half courses and full courses are offered in periods 
extending from the early Middle Ages to the present. 

Other courses treat the histories of Asian and African 
countries. Courses treating historical topics from a 
political, social, economic, religious and cultural view- 
point are also given. 


Modern Languages: The department offers courses in Itatian, German, Russian, 
Spanish and Linguistics. Students with a good working 
knowledge of any of the languages noted above will nor- 
mally be directed to an intermediate course or higher. 


Classes are small, and teachers use modern methods of 
language instruction. 


Philosophy: The department gives a very wide range of courses intended 
to introduce students to philosophical studies. Both 
half courses and full courses are available. The department 
has devoted itself to the design of courses which are 
specially relevant to the students' experience at this 
point in their development. 


Political Science: The department approaches the study of political science 
from several viewpoints at the Collegial level. Courses 
in Canadian government and politics as well as more 
general courses treating political ideas and institutions 
are available. 


Psychology: The introductory course in psychology attempts to give an 
overall view of the major areas investigated by psychologists. 
The course is broken down into sections and each is con- 
cerned with the psychology of perception, social psychology, 
learning, personality, etc. As well, a number of half 
courses are given for students with special interests in

The department has designed a variety of introductory 
sociology courses to interest students entering college. 
Both half courses and full courses are available. Relevant 
issues in the relation of individuals to society, to the 
family and other institutions form the central concerns 

in these courses. 


The Theology Department gives the courses designed to 
interest students in the various expressions of man's 
religious experience. The courses explore such topics 
as violence, the search for ultimate reality, spiritual 
leaders, and relations between psychology and religions. 


The Commerce program is designed to acquaint students 
with an understanding of basic management concepts - 

such as developing objectives and strategies, organizing 
people and resources, directing an organization's 
activities, controlling these activities and appraising 
the objectives and strategies in the light of results - 
and to permit an individual program of studies to meet 
personal interests and goals. The individual programs in 
Accountancy, Business Administration and Economics have 
evolved over a period of years and reflect the skills 
required by managements and administrative leaders. Al] 
programs begin with the foundation of courses in accountancy, 
business administration and economics. Added to this base 
is a series of advanced, challenging courses particular 

to the major selected. 


At the CEGEP level the Commerce Faculty offers courses for 
students in all faculties as well as for students who are 
preparing to enter the Commerce Faculty. 


The Accounting Department offers a full course at the 
Collegial level which introduces students to the manner 

in which information is recorded and reported to interested 
parties within an organization. The course prepares 
students to be able to understand and analyze financial 
statements and so is highly recommended for non-Commerce as 
well as Commerce students. 


The Department offers an appropriate introduction to the 
mathematics useful in solving business problems. It also 
offers an optional introductory business course available to 
students in all faculties which is designed to cover some 
of the major aspects of business such as_ finance, invest- 
ment management, marketing and organizational behavior.

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The department offers a variety of courses in Computer 
Science which are appropriate for students entering Commerce 
or Science. The courses serve as an introduction to 

modern digital computing systems, to computer systems 

which are used in modern business and industry and to a 
study of the equipment and methods used in industrial 

data centres. 


The department offers several sections of an introductory 
course designed to acquaint students with the general 
topics studied in the Department of Economics. 


The Engineering program offered at Loyola is designed 

to enable students to pursue advanced studies in Engineerinc, 
Science, or business. It also prepares students for a 
career in industry at a high technological level. For 

entry to this program at the second year Collegial level, 
students should apply in writing to the Dean of Engineering 
before July 15. At the Collegial level specifically, the 
Faculty of Engineering offers courses in applied mechanics, 
engineering analysis, engineering design, and professional 
practice. As well, the Faculty of Science offers courses 

in mathematics, chemistry and physics which are designed 
specifically for students entering the Faculty of Engineering. 


The Collegial Science program is designed to give as 

broad a background as possible to students thinking 

of choosing a career in Science. A wide choice of 

programs is offered to stimulate the interest of the 
Students and to satisfy their curiosity with respect to 

the various fields of concentration open at the University 
level. Students entering the Faculty of Science at the 
University level are expected to have a background in 
chemistry, physics, mathematics and biology at the Collegial 
level. In order to plan a program which will facilitate 
entry into the university Faculty of Science, students are 
directed to consult with the Advisory Council (Hingston 
Hall, room 219 or to call for an appointment - 482-2510, 
ext 295). This consultation is especially necessary in the 
Faculty of Science since programs frequently require that 

a subject be treated during several years at increasingly 
difficult levels; hence an individual course wi!l often 
require one or more prerequisite courses. In planning for 
entry into the Science program it is particularly necessary 
to plan the sequence in the correct manner. 


Several courses are offered in biology at the Collegial 
level. These will be of interest to students intending 

to enter the Biology Department and to other stuaents 

in Science or Arts or Commerce as the courses promote an 
understanding of the biology of man and the interrelation- 


ships of all living organisms and their environment.

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At the Collegial level, the Chemistry Department offers 
general courses which are suitable for students wishing 
to enter the various field of science. As well, the 
department offers half courses in organic and physical 
chemistry. 


The Department offers general courses suitable for 
students in all faculties who wish to understand general 
concepts in earth sciences. A survey course in geography 
is offered. Two geology courses of particular interest 
to students with some background in the sciences are 
given. They present an overview of the basic concepts 
which compose the study of geology. Laboratory studies 
and field trips are part of these courses. 


The Mathematics Department has designed a number of courses 
which help to prepare a student for a Science program as 
well as for students who intend to go on in the Department 
of Mathematics. As well, the Department has developed 

a general mathematics course for Arts students who wish to 
gain a greater insight into the field of mathematics. 


At the Collegial level the Physics Department gives intro- 
ductory courses suitable for students entering all fields 
of science. In addition, several courses are offered for 
students intending to honour or major in Physics in the 
university years.
